The money, part of a long-con- 
tested rate increase, has been im- 
pounded in the hands of the court’s 
agent. Pendergast, who served a 


year in prison for income tax eva- 
sion, was charged with failing to 
report $315,000 alleged to have been 
paid him for influencing a settle- 
ment favorable to the 136 com- 
panies involved in the rate case. 

The ruling, which said the insur- 
ance firms could not “enjoy any 
fruits from a decree procured by 
fraud,” was written by Judge Kim- 
brough Stone of the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals and concurred in 
by Judges Albert L. Reeves and 
Merrill E. Otis. 

Attorneys for the insurance com- 
panies were not available here to- 
day and it could not ba learned im- 
mediately whether today’s ruling 
would be the last word in the case. 
The only recourse now left to the 
companies is appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

“Unclean Hands.” 

The opinion held that the insur- 
ance firms had gone into court 
with “unclean hands” in an attempt 
to regain custody of the impounded 
funds and were not entitled to any 
part of the $8,000,000. 

The insurance firms must pay in- 
terest, expenses of the distribution 
and costs incurred by the court and 
its agents—a total estimated at $1,- 
000,000. é 

Last May 20 the court found that 
an apparent “gross imposition and 
fraud has been perpetrated upon 
this court,” in connection with ob- 
taining its approxal of the original 
settlement. It ordered contempt 
proceedings brought against Pen- 
dergast, R. Emmet O’Malley, for- 
mer Missouri State Insurance Sup- 
erintendent, and A. L. McCormack, 
St. Louis insurance man. All have 
been cited and have until Sept. 1 
to answer in court. 

“Implied Knowledge.” 

The opinion today was the most 
severe condemnatnon to date of 
the insurance companies for their 
part in the c’ “mise. 

“What do the facts show as to 
knowledge, actual or implied, as 
to each of these companies?” the 
court wrote. “There was implied 
knowledge as to every one of these 
companies. Each of them made 
contributions as to the bribe mon- 
eys through responsible company 
executives, under circumstances 
which would have put a reasonably 
prudent man on inquiry and, had 
such niquiry been deligently pur- 
sued, it is difficult to believe that 
any would have made such contri- 
butions or, if they did, that such 
could have been without knowledge

Island Defenses Fail to

BERLIN, Aug. 14 (AP).—Thun- 
dering through the aerial defenses 
of Southern England, Nazi raiders 
smashed at the island kingdom in 
great waves today in spite of the 
fierce opposition of British planes’ 
and guns. 

At 6 p. m., said DNB, the official 
German news agency, the raiders 
still were going over in droves from 
German, Dutch and Belgian bases, 
and had started huge fires in the 
Dover area. The Germans claimed 
they had gained control of the air 
over Dover yesterday. 

DNB declared 42 British planes 
and 10 German planes had been 
destroyed in the intensive fighting 
of the channel and coastal area, 
and that British planes had fallen 
‘like "flaming torches” into the sea. 
Nine barrage balloons were also 
shot down, DNB said.

Compa- 
nies under inquiry include the Un- 
ion Electric Co. of Missouri, [lli- 
nois-Iowa Power Co., Missouri Pow- 
er & Light Co. and the parent firm, 
North American.

“Procured by Bribery.” 

The court also filed “findings of 
fact” in which it held the settle- 
ment was “procured by bribery.” 
On this tip the court wrote: 

Ss . this court was deceived 
and imposed upon by a false repre- 
sentation of the character of the 
settlement. This court was made 
an innocent instrument in perpe- 
trating a “raud upon the interested 
policyholders by effectuating a set- 
tlement agreement procured by 
bribery.” 

The opinion concluded by saying: 
“This proceeding is not one of 
punishment. It is one of prevent- 
ing the companies from enjoying 
any fruits from the decree pro- 
cured by fraud. The conclusino is 
that these returned funds should 
be distributed to the policyholders 
in the measure that each con- 
tributed thereto.” 

. Today’s opinion made no refer- 
ence to the men who figured in the 
compromise settlement of the in- 
surance case. The Government 
charged in the income tax evasion 
trial of Pendergast that bribery 
was involved in the settlement. 

Other Charges Pending. 

Pendergast, O’Malley and Mc-

MAGKINE FRAUD 10 31 


Involving 100,000 
Peanut Devices Alleged— 
St. Louisan Indicted, 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14 (AP).—The 
Federal Government indicted 31 
men today on charges of operating 
a gigantic swindle in peanut vend- 
ing machines. 

The defendants were accused of 
Selling 100,000 machines to invest- 
ors in six Middle Western states, 
although only about 3000 machines 
were placed in operation, as re- 
quired by the terms of the con- 
tracts, 


A. Bradley Eben, an assistant 
United States District Attorney 
who presented the case to the grand 
jury, said the defendants had sold 
$832,709.83 worth of the machines 
since March, 1936. 

The indictment listed 53 victims 
of the alleged conspiracy and fraud 
in Indiana, Missouri, Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Michigan and Minnesota. 

Among those indicted were Har 


Jacob L. Martin of East St. 
Louis, a meat dealer, was killed to-|

Less Work in the Kitchen

It’s easier than you think, but 
it does take planning with a capi- 
tal P. Plan dinners that can be 
prepared mostly in the morning 
while you're doing up the kitchen 
work. Buy foods with an eye for 
leftovers; double up on vegetable 
and meat cooking so that what 
you can’t eat today you can use 
tomorrow—but disguised so clev- 
erly it carries no leftover stigma. 


Make gelatin salads, meat and 
fish loaves and simple desserts to 
last a couple of days, at least. 
Store them carefully. With a hot 
soup or creamed vegetable, refresh- 
ing salad, cold meat or fish and 
dainty dessert, your dinner menu 
comes out wholesome and with lit- 
tle work at the regular meal time. 


Select some of the desserts from 
the summer's array of berries, 
fruits and melons. Served with 
plain cookies or cakes, they provide 
vitamins and save energy in prep- 
aration. 

When you have just a few dabs 
of fruits or berries left over, cook 
them up with two-thirds as much 
Sugar as fruit. That will give you 
a surprise spread to use as meat 
or chicken garnish, or as a topper 
on desserts. Blueberries, peaches 
and cherries make a grandad com- 
bination for this; so do plums, 
raspberries and pineapple.

spree. (Try to pick out a cool day.) 
Bake a fish or meat loaf, fry a 
chicken or two and boil part of a 
ham or a tongue. Bake some fruit, 
a layer of loaf cake, custards and 
a coffee bread. Also nut, peanut 
butter, orange or prune bread will 
keep moist several days and makes 
grand sandwiches for snack or 
travel meal, Mix cooky dough and 
keep it in the refrigerator. Pre- 
pare assorted salad dressings 
(French, boiled, mayonnaise), gel- 
atin salad mold and a refrigerator 
dessert (a frozen one will please). 
Boil fruit syrups for hurry-up bev- 
erages and then you are all set 


for several days to come.

STORE COOKED meats, as soon 
as cool, covered, in the coldest part 
of the refrigerator. Ham and 
tongue will keep a week, but use 
up the rest within a three-day limit. 

Vary custards, baked or boiled, 
by adding some caramel flavoring, 
crushed peanut or almond brittle, 
shaved sweet chocolate or nuts to 
the regular custard mixture. Cover 
baked custards with waxed papers 
and pour boiled custard into a 
jar and cover it. This prevents 
crusts from forming. Store in a 
very cold place. 

Cake icings sometimes do not 
stand up well in hot weather so 
it's a good idea to make up a 
couple of kinds of French pastry 
(uncooked)—vanilla and chocolate 
are fine, and keep them 


in jars, 


covered and chilled. ‘Then frost 
the cakes,- cookies or drop cakes 
as needed. 

More about leftovers. Corn, cut 
from the cob and mixed with eggs 
and seasonings scrambles just as 
eggs do when it is cooked. Mix 
some with a creamy white sauce 
and some hard-cooked egg slices, 
then heat the mixture in a double 
boiler—that’s a fine covering for 
boiled noodles, rice or toast. Mixed 
with seasonings and bread crumbs, 
corn becomes a tasty stuffing for 
tomatoes to be baked. Corn. frit- 
ters are always welcome when 
topped with gravy tomato sauce 
or creamed mushrooms. 

Here is a recipe for chicken 
rings, an ideal summer dish: 


One-half cup sliced mushroom 
stems; two tablespoons butter; one 
and one-half cups chopped chicken; 
one and one-half cups chopped veal; 
three-fourths cup diced celery; two 
tablespoons chopped parsley; three 
tablespoons quick-cooxing tapioca; 
three-fourths teaspoon salt; dash 
of pepper; three-fourths teaspoon 
scraped onion; three-fourths cup 
stock or milk. 

Saute mushroom stems in butter; 
combine with remaining ingredi- 
ents in order given. Turn into 
well-greased ring mold and bake in 
hot oven (450 degrees F.) 30 min- 
utes, or until done. - Let stand 
two minutes before removing from 
mold. Unmold and fill center with 
creamed mushrooms. Or fill center 
with any desired creamed vegetable 
or combination of vegetables. Serves 
six.

showers and brisk rubdowns. 


They are the envy of their less 
athletic contemporaries who marvel 
at the way they keep going.

They admit that some men are 
more fortunate than others in that 
they do not break up so quickly. 
They say it is just the way they are 
made. They advise their less en- 
ergetic friends not to attempt to 
do what they do, as they probably 
could not stand it, 

So, while their contemporaries 
confine themselves to mild consti- 
tutionals and to bathing in bath- 
tubs instead of swimming pools, 
the elderly athletes keep the tele- 
phone wires hot arranging doubles 
and foursomes and picking partners 
for tournaments that they have en- 
tered “just for the fun of it.” They 
do it all in loud and hearty voices, 
so that their non-athletic friends 
feel decidedly out of it, and ashamed 
at not having bothered to keep 
themeslves in the best physica] con- 
dition. 

Elderly athletes, too, are quite 
scornful of the athletic prowess of 
their children. They say they doubt 
if their children will ever be able to 


beat them at anything. 

But, oh, the sweet revenge of un- 
athletic contemporaries and the 
younger generation when, one fine 
day, an elderly athlete appears hob- 
bling on a cane and looking a 
hundred years old; and, when the 
cause of his distress is asked, has 
to admit that, as he leaned over, 
something seemed to snap!

Poor Dentures 
Can Result In 
Much Trouble

66 HAVE confirmed by repeat- 
ed experiments,” writes Dr. 
Everett Lain of Oklahoma 

City, “that human saliva, whether 
acid, alkaline or neutral, makes a 
good electrolyte through which me- 
talic electrons freely circulate from 
a higher to a lower electro poten- 
tial. Thus within every oral cavity 
which contains dentures such as 
plates, bridges, crowns or fillings 
of dissimilar elemental  consist- 
ency, there is constituted a com- 
plete galvanic battery.” 

Many must have felt the electric 
shock between the teeth when two 
dissimilar metal dentures are in 
place, one in the upper, the other 
in the lower jaw. Again there may 
be more or less continuous nerve 
soreness from the same cause. 
These subjective feelings become 
gradually obliterated with the 
passage of time. But some pa- 
tients stay nervous from this ob- 
scure cause, have indigestion and 
loss of weight. A continuous me- 
tallic, astringent or salty taste in 
the mouth, and increased salivary 
secretion also result. 

One man I heard of, a carborun- 
dum grinder, who had metallic de- 
posits all over his teeth found he 
had a complete crystal set in his 
mouth and could hear radio pro- 
grams day and night. It took the 
facilities of the research depart- 
ment of the NBC network to dis- 
cover what was the matter with 
him. 

Hollander has described gal- 
vanie electric burns of the mouth 
cavity from this cause and others 
have described blanched or grayish 
patches and erosions on the tongue 
and inner cheeks. 

This brings up the subject of 
bad dentures in general and the 
relation of systemic disturbances of 
the body to traumatic difficulties 
in the teeth. We discussed the re- 
lation of teeth infection to system- 
ic disturbances yesterday. But all 
the body disturbances that come 
from teeth do not necessarily have 
to have a germ origin. The loss of 
some teeth places an unequal stress 
on the remaining teeth, and results 
in inadequate mastication and poor 
nutrition. 

Improperly constructed dentures 
put an unusual strain on the Jaws 
and result not only in poor diges- 
tion and nutrition—a few months 
ago we recited the case of a col- 
league who lost 30 pounds right aft- 
er acquiring a poorly fitted denture 
—but to neuralgias, headaches, head 
noises and partial deafness. 

In other ways, aside from inva- 
sion by germs, the teeth may cause 
constitutiongl] trouble — impacted 
teeth, overhanging fillings, leaky 
fillings causing nerve exposure, 
traumatic occlusion — all these 
should be rectified by the dentist 
and not carelessly submitted to 
wholesale extraction.

SUFFRAGE STALWART OF OLD 


Marguerite Wells, National Head of League of Women

sprightly, in the 


MALL, dainty, 
coolest looking ice green and 


white print frock, Miss Margue- 
rite Wells, national president of the 
League of Women Voters, did not 
look like a suffrage stalwart of old. 


But she is a stalwart. Despite a 
certain youthfulness, belied chief- 
ty by her white hair, she is an old 
time suffrage worker. She went to 
political conventions with her fa- 
ther when they weren't places where 
girls were seen. So, put up to it by 
her father, she dressed in boy's 
clothes. She was here in St. Louis 
at the organization of the League 
of Women Voters 20 years -ago 
when it emerged from the old 
Woman Suf*rage Association upon 
the passage of the Nineteenth 
amendment. 

She didn’t want to belong to 
another women-for-women organ- 
ization. She wanted to sally forth 
into politics and work along with 
men. 

“Mine was a case of instantane- 
ous conversion by Carrie Chapman 
Catt,” said Miss Wells, who was 
here for several days, visiting a 
member of her national board, Mrs. 
Roscoe Anderson in Webster 
Groves, and other friends. “Mrs. 
Catt, who had been president of 
the suffrage association, made a 
speech exhorting us to the belief 
that the suffrage cause having 
been won, our work was not done. 
There was a long educational job 
ahead of us and the organization 
that had been built up must not be 
allowed to lapse.” 

Miss Wells went home to Min- 
neapolis to be elected city presi- 
dent of a League of Women Voters, 
then state president and six years 
ago national president. So she has 
been an officer in the league since 
its beginning. 

Miss Wells is highly optimistic 
about the progress o* the league 
and its’ growing usefulness as a 
training school for women in polit- 
ical action. 

“We don’t get the big headlines 
we used to when women voters 
were news,” she said, “but we get 
better, more understanding pub- 
licity and constantly more of it 
You'd believe that if you 
see the volume of clippings that 
pour into headquarters. It is a 
miracie, I think, how, when it was 
difficult at first to understand our 
unpartisanship in politics, we now 
have come to be entirely under- 
stood and respected. 

“Right now, when serious things 
are breaking down barriers and 
old alignments, I believe we are at 
a peak of usefulmess. We have been 
shouting democracy, civil liberty 
and freedom “from boss rule 
all along. Now others are aroused 
to the fact that democracy may be 
endangered. Men, especially those 
interested in civic reforms, become

Some Bridge 
Entries Are 
Concealed

VERY fairly experienced player 
F knows the value of an entry, 
but not so many knew exactly 
what constitutes an entry. There 
is saAore than one variety but, 
broadly speakiig, they can be di- 
vided into two classes: Obvious en- 
tries and concealed entries. The 
latter type takes a bit of discover- 
ing, but cool logic, rather than anv 
advanced Sherlock Holmesing, will 
do the trick. Consider today’s 
hand:
